NOT WAR BUT MURDER. ° 

New York World: Lieutenant-Commander 
Hansen of the fathous German submarine U16 said 
in his interview with the correspondent of the 
World which was printed yesterday that when 
he saw the French passenger ship Ville de Lille 
coming out of Cherbourg harbor, “I saw two wom- 
en and children on the deck. Of course, we couldn't 
torpedo a ship with women and children aboard, 
S0 we gave chase.”” The passengers were taken 
off safely. 

Commander Hansen was evidently not in com- 
mand of the submarine that, sank the Falaba off 
Milford Haven, Wales. This British ship carried 
a crew of 120 and 140. passengers. She was tor- 
pedoed before her passengers and crew could get 
off in boats, and the loss of life exceeded any hith- 
erto reported in this cruel warfare against help- 


{less noncombatants. 


The sinking of enemy -merchant vessels before 
their crews can be taken off and assured of being 
safely landed is flatly contrary to international 
law. To blow up or drown helpless passengers is 
infinitely worse. It is of no military advantage; 
this war will be determined, as wars always have 
been determined, by men in arms. It rouses the 
pity of the neutral world fov the helpless victims 
and abhorrence for men in high command who 
order murder done. 

The higher policy of the war as waged in Berlin 
began with a gigantic blunder in the invasion of 
neutral Belgium. It is continuing it with another, 
in decreeing the deliberate slaughter at sea of 
defenseless men, women and children. 


INDEFENSIBLE. | 

Indianapolis News: We can think of no possible 
arguments by which this sort of warfare can be 
defended. The steamers in this case might well 
have been great Atlantic liners, carrying hun- 
Is the neutral world to 
understand that neutral lives are to be exposed to 
such awful perils?’ There is no principle of inter- 
national law under which such killings as these 
can be justified. ~They can not be brought even 
under the law of retaliation. Before the merchant 
ships either of a belligerent or a neutral can be 
legally destroyed, the passengers—at least—must 
be removed. 

We trust that some of the stories told of this 
affair may prove to be untrue—so horrible are 
they. But that the ships were sunk and many 
passengers killed is beyond dispute. After this 
war is over the nations of the world will have to 
provide for strict regulation of submarines and 
airships in future wars. In the meantime all that 
can be done is to uphold international law in 
order that there may be something left of it after 
hostilities: cease. 


UNCIVILIZED WARFARE. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: The German submarins 
has Sunk its first British passenger vessel with a 
loss, according to one report, of 126 lives. The 
Falaba was a British steamer, and by the rules 
of civilized warfare the German vessel had the 
right to sink her.. But by the same rules she was 
bound to give noncombatants full notice and a 
chance to leave her. This was recognized in the 
story told by one of the survivors that the sub- 
marine signaled the steamer to lower her boats 
and leave the vessel, but before time was given 
for all to get into the boats, fired the torpedo that 
sunk the liner. 

This may require hearing the German story be- 
fore passing final judgment. The sea is said to 
have been so heavy that three of the early boats 
launched were swamped. Possibly the time spent 
in rescuing their occupants may have caused an 
opinion on board the submarine that the English- 
men were not leaving the vessel. But if it is the 
case that the vessel was torpedoed in a way that 
cost noncombatants their lives, the act must be 
set down as considerably below the standard of 
civilization.

Government Belongs to People 
and They Should Know What 
Is Done, He Says. 


HE WRITES IN COMMONER 


But He Is Declared to Be Ardent 


Believer in Censorship in 
His Department. 


. WASHINGTON, April 3.—Secretary 
of State Bryan, who also acts as Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Commoner, 
which is run by his brother, Charlie, 
at Lincoln, Neb., has the following dis- 
patch in a recent number: 


A STEP FORWARD IN PUBLICITY. 

The present Congress took a new 
step forward in tne matter of pub-~ 
licity.’ During the consideration of 
a bill in the House providing for the 
appointment of an additional Judge 
in a Georgia district, Congressman 
Cullop of Indiana Introduced the fol- 
lowing amendment: “Provided, how- 
ever, that the President shall make 
public all indorsements made in. be- 
half of the person appointed as such 
District Judge.” 

The same provision was added to 
another bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of an additional Judge. 
Mr. Cullop tried to make the amend- 
ment applicable to all appointments 
to the Federal bench, but the general 
amendment was ruled out on a point 
of order. The precedent, however, 
having been established in these 
cases, there is no doubt that it will 
be applied generally, and it is a 
step in the right direction. The 
Federal Judges hold offices for life, 
and the power which they exercise 
is so important that the public can 
justly ask for information upon the 
matter of recommendations. 

It is impossible, of course, for the 
President to know personally all ju- 
dicial applicants throughout the 
country; he must rely upon the rec- 
ommendations made by those who 
do know the candidates. Those who 
are acquainted with inside politics 
know how easy it 1s for the favor- 
seeking corporations to collect rec- 
ommendations for those whose ap- 
pointment they desire, and a well- 
meaning President may easily be 
deceived by the volume of recommen- 
dations and the high standing of the 
indorsers. When indorsements are 
made public, inquiry will be insti- 
tuted as to the character of the in- 
dorsers, and then the public can 
judge of the reasons for the indorse- 
ments. 

The amendment above referred to - 
is another concession to the demand 
for publicity—a demand which has 
been growing and which will be 
granted in time in regard to all pub- 
lic matters. The Government be- 
longs to the people, and since those 
who conduct the Government ‘dare 
attending to the people’s business, 
there is no reason why-~the people 
should not know what ts being done.

Malady Thought by Some to Have 
Been Contracted by Humans 
Causing Geliter. 
SPOKANE, Wash., April 3.—A’ strange 
malady attacking pigs, colts and calves 
in the Methow Valley has reached such 
proportions that Prof. William Hislop of 
the Department of Animal Husbandry 
of the Washington State College has 
fone there to make a complete survey 

of the situation. 

It is said that litters of pigs are born 
without hair and die soon afterward. 
Colts and caives have soft bones, de- 


cially about the neck. It is believed 
by some that a form of malady attacks 
humans, causing an unusual prevalence 
ef goiter in that section, especially on 
the necks of women. 

Prof. Hislop has available, for his !n- 
vestigation, a fund of $1000 appropriated 
by the Rockefeller Foundation. He is 
determined to stamp out the epidemic if 
possible.

The young man gaid he was tired 
of living and took the poison to end 
his. life.. He took so much that it 
nauseated him and caused the poison 
to be ejected from his stomach. He 
was sent to the State Sanitarium. 


Fear of Germans Causes Death. 
LONDON, April 3—Mrs. Jane Wool- 
ston of Yarmouth died as a result of 
injuries received whén she fell ‘down 
stairs, Her husband stated at the in- 
quest that his wife saw a light shining 
into the room during the night, and, 
thinking the Germans had again visited 
the town, started to run downstairs and 
fell.

NEW TEXAS LAW AUTHORIZES 
COUNTIES TO ESTABLISH PARKS 


AUSTIN, Tex., April 3.—Under a law 
enacted by the last Legislature a new 
departure in civic. improvements in 
Texas will be possible. The act au- 
‘thorizes the establishment. of county |. 
parks, the expenditures to be met by a 
tax of not to exceed 5 cents on the $100 
worth of property in the respective coun- | 
ties, 

The number of parks in any one 
county is limited to four and none of 
them shall exceed 100 acres. The parks 
are placed under control of the Com- 
missioners’ Court and where there are 
more than one they shall be located so 
as to place them within the most con- 
venient reach of the people of the 
county. 

The creation of one or more parks is 
left to a vote of the people of each 
county. A two-thirds vote is required 
to make the proposition effective. 


{CLOSING OF CAFES INCREASES 
READING BY PARIS RESIDENTS 


PARIS, April 8.—According to the 
statistics at the municipal libraries 
here, Paris is becoming a city of read- 
ers. Last August 40,000 books were tak- 
en out of the libraries. During Janu- 
ary, 112,000 were taken out, an increase 
of 72,000. 

These figures are greatly in excess of 
the corresponding months of both 1913 
and 1914. The early closing of the 
cafes. and the scarcity of entertain- 
ments are.attributed as reasons for the 
enormous increase in studious habits of 
the populace.

ing their crosses that gleam and 
sparkle, althouch the day is cloudy 
and there ig no sun. Then one of the 
officers steps from the. ranks ane 
cries “Vive le Roi!” 

In an instant every head is ancovered. 
Caps and shakos and kepis are held high 
in the air as the ery is repeated again 
and again, ‘‘Vive le Roi.” The onlook- 
ing peasant join in the demonstration. 
King Albert salutes, steps quickly to his 
automobile and is whirled away before 
the shouts die down. 

The ranks have been broken and every- 
body is congratulating everybody else. 
The village of Wulveringhen is within 
a hundred yards, and a line of cars run 
from there into Furnes. Some of’ the 
officers have automobiles and the two 
nurses have a Red Cross ambulance. 
Two or three British doctors and am- 
bulance drivers are also there, and after 
a few minutes succeed in getting the 
nurses through the throng of Beigian of- 
ficers and men, who are all anxious to 
snake their hands and thank them. 

A French officer takes me in his car 
and we get back to La Panpe almost as 
soon as the King and his party. A lit- 
tle later I walk over to the Maison des 
Officers and find the staff busily en- 
gaged in checking up the decorations 
conferred from a long list, by the side of 
which stands the leather-covered casket, 
with about a third of the crosses left. I 
ask how it ig that all the men did not 
turn up -to receive their decorations. 
“More than forty of them are still in 
the hospital,”’ the Commandant explains, 
“but the King will go there and take 
them their crosses.”’ 

: Cross of Heavy Gold, 

I pick up one of the Crosses of Leo- 
pold. It is a heavy, white-enameled 
cross, with gold borders and balis sus- 


— een 


pended from a royal crown and resting 
on a green laurel and oak wreath. In 
the center a medallion surrounded by a 
red filet, 
“L/Union Fait la Force,’’ bears the well- 
known lion rampant in gold onga black 
field. he ribbon is a deep, handsome 
shade of-red and is of watered silk. 

There are four classes, the Grand 
Cross, which is only given to reigning 
s0vereigns and military and = politicai 
personags of the highest distinction; 
the Grand Officers, the commanders 
and the knights. It was instituted in 
1832 by Leopold I, to reward civil and 
inilitary merit. 

The other Belgian orders 
Order of the Crown of Belgium, 
times called the Order of the Iror 
Cross, which was originally instituted 
as a civil order, but has been conferred 
en the military since 1885, and the Order 
of Leopold II. originally instituted for 
wervice rendered in the Congo Free 
States, but which is now being given 
for distinguished service in the field. 

Crosses of Legion of Honor. 

As a special mark of honor and ap- 
preciation for the services rendered by 
the Belgian army, the French Govern- 
ment placed at the disposal of King 
Albert a certain number of crosses of 
the Legion of Honor for him to award 
at his pleasure to the Belgian officers 
and men who have specially distin- 
eauished themselves in connection with 
the operations of the Frencn troops in 
Belgium. 

It is only when some conspicuous 
service has been rendered by a Belgian 
officer who is already a member of 
the Order of Leopold, the highest Bel- 
gian order, that King. Albert confers 
the Legion of Honor and then only 
after informing the French mission at- 
tached to the Belgian army of the cir- 
cumstancees under which it has been 
won. Invariably a French officer of 
high rank is present at the investiture.

Known Steamship Lines. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—The Internation- 
al Mercantile Marine Co., organized by 
J. P. Morgan & Co., and controlling a 
great fleet of steamships, plying between 
the United Stetes and Europe, was 
placed in the hands of a receiver today 
by the Federal Court. The receiver 
named was P. A. S. Franklin, vice-presi- 
dent of the company. 

Action against the company was taker 
by the New York Trust Co., trustee of 
its $52,744,000 4% per cent collateral] trus 
bonds, interest on which has bean dé- 
faulted. The proceedings are understood 
to be friendly. Franklin was ~placed 
under a $50,000 bond end empowered to 
continue the business of the company. 

The International Mercantile Marine 
Co. is owner of the White Star, Red 
Star, American, Atlantio Transport and 
Leyland lines of steamers. 

The mammoth fleet that flies the flag 
of the International Mercantile Marine 
Co. was brought together by a syndi- 
cate of American and British capitalists, 
under the leadership of the late J. P. 
Morgan. The corporation in its present 
form was chartered by the State of New 
Jersey in 1902, and succeeded the Inter- 
national Navigation Co. 

One hundred and nineteen steamships 
flying the flag of Great Britain, the 
United States and Belgium were operat- 
ed, according te the latest available fig- 
ures, and there were then buliding 18 
more ships. Some of these have since 
been completed. 

More than $100,900,000 of the company’s 
suthorized capital stock of $120,000,000 
has been issued. J. P. Morgan & Co. 
are large stockholders. Mr. Morgan is 
a director of the company, whose fund- 
ed debt is approximately $70,000,000. 
This is made up of two issues of bonds. 
The big issue on which interest has 
been defaulted and an issue of $17,832,- 
“0 first mortgage, five per cent bonds 
of the International Navigation Co. 
Ihe interest on the $52;744,000 bond issue 
was due Oct. 1 last ,.but a clause in 
the bonds gave the company six months’ 
grace to’ make payment. This term 
expired April + 

No transatlantic steamships are di- 
rectly operated by the company, their 
operation being left to subsidiary cor- 
porations, whose stock was held by the 
International Mercantile Marine Co. 
These companies directed the operation 
of the White Star Line, the Red Star 
Line, the American Line, the Atlantic 
Transport Co.,.the Leyland Line and the 
Dominion Line. 

It was said the receivership will not 
in any way disturb the operation of the 
company or its subsidiaries.

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France, Too, Is Considering an 
Edict Against Alcoholic Bev- 
erages as War Measure.

LONDON, April 3.—The real reason 
England is contemplating a prohibition 
| edict as a war measure is the extraor- 


linary results, almost magical in their 
character, that have attended Russia's 
experience in suppressing completely 
the Hquor traffic since a few days after 
mobilization began. 

In france, too, there is a strong agi- 
tation tending in the same direction 
and tho sale of absinthe has already 
been stopped. 

In Russia, prohibition really prohib- 
its. If it be adopted in Great Britaifi 
: it will really prohitit. No distinc- 

tions will be made between rich and 
poor. King George has offered to seal 
the royal wine cellars and serve noth- 
ing stronger than ginger“ale at’ the 
royal table. 

Lord Kitchener and others ‘have al- 
ready abolished all liquor from the 
houses, 

Russia ordered prohibition by an im- 
perial ukage at the very beginning of 
the war. Grand Duke Nicholas, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Armies, insisted 
upon it. He insisted that mobilization 
would bé impossible without it. It was 
a bold step to take, as the manufacture 
of vodka-—the favorite Russian spirit- 
uous tipple—was the principal source 
of revenue to the Government, and there 
was dire need of increasing rather than 
of decreasing the revenue at that mo- 
ment. But the effects have been so 
amazingly beneficial that it is doubt- 
ful if the general sale of vodka will 
ever be resumed, even after the war 
shall be over. 

Kitchener Can Stop Traffic, 

In England an act of Parliament 
will probably be necessary, and the 
liquor interests are so vast and so 
powerful that the passage of such 
an act will be fought tooth and nail. 
There is another way, and Lord 
Kitchener is just the man to adopt it 
if he can have his will by no other 
means. This is to declare martial 
law and order all the bars, brewers, 
closed. 

The reason for this seemingly ex- 
traordinary measure in Great Brit- 
ain is the difficulty the military and 
naval authorities have had in getting 
an adequate supply of munitions of 
war from the factories and dockyard4ds., 
There have been strikes and disputes 
with laborers; the output of many 
factories has been far below what 
those best able to judge considered it 
ought to have been. This is espectally 
true of the shipyards. The original 
suggestion that the trouble was due 
to drink is said to come from the 
owners of the shipyards and Lord 
Chancellor Lioyd-George has warmly 
indorged their assertions. Many of 
the leaders of the labor unions are of 
the same opinion, while others an- 
grily resent the suggestion as a libel 
on the workingmen and an excuse for 
refusing the 10 per cent increase in 
wages the men are demanding. 
However this may be, the fact 
remains that Great Britain is a fairly 
hard drinking country. According to

and manufacturing region, The effect 
of drink upon society may be judged 
from the fact that in the years 1902- 
1906 out of every 1000 inhabitants 
4.561 were actually arrested for drunk- 
enness, and in the years since 1599 
there has been an average of 2871 
deaths a year from alceholism, of 
which 60 per cent were men and 40 
per cent were women. 

Increased Drinking of Women. 

The ratio of mortality from alcoholic 
excess has increased 87 per cent among 
males during the last 2 years and 
among females it has increased by no 
less than 180 per cent. 
Such statistics as these are not ob- 
tainable for Russia,: but the following 
statements are taken from a pamphlet 
written in 1911 by B. I. Glodkov, presi- 
dent of the Russian Christian Temper- 
ance Association: 

“Nearly half the suicides in Russia 
are dipsomaniacs. Without vodka in. 
Russia the population of our prisons 
would be decreased by two-thirds or 
three-fourths. The majority of insane 
in our asylums are there from drink.” 

The same writer cites as typical of 
conditions in Russia before the war the 
case of a giris’ school in Petrograd 
where out of 50 pupils from 8 to 16 
years of age 38 drank wine and beer, 
W drank vodka and only two drank 
nothing. In a city school in a laboring 
community he says that of 48 pupils 
from 8 to 11 years of age, nine drank 
vodka daily, 14 drank it on holidays 
fend 16 had been drunk from vodka. 

“Russia groans from drunken de- 
vauchery,” says Gladkov. “The cries 
of tortured wives and the wailing of 
flogged children mingles with the in- 
human growlings of savage drunkards, 
Our people perish. Crimes are increas- 
ing with fearful rapidity.”

Good. brandy contains 60 per cent and 
much brandy is drunk by the weéll-to-du’ 
Russians. Vodka is an insidious drink, 
for the reason that its great strengti: 
is disguised by the sugar it contains. 
Russia, before the war, occupied a 
high position in the list of drinking 
countries, arranged according to the 
quantity of alcohol consumed per cap- 
ita. Although in reality one of the coun- 
tries in which drunkenness was most 
prevalent, it was almost at the bottom of 
the list, with only .% gallon of alcohol 
consumed per capita, against 6.53 gal- 
lons consumed in Italy, 4.62 in Spain and 
427 in Portugal, three countries in which 
intoxication is almost unknown. But 
practically all of this .95 gallon is in the 
form of vodka, while in Italy 6.27 gal- 
lons out of 6.53 are in the form of wines, 
and in Spain and Portugal practically 
the entire amount is in wines.

But, as has been said, all this is 
changed. The statistics of drink and 
crime in Russia for the year 1915 will 
prove intensely interesting reading to all 
students of sociology.

In the manufacture of 
cheaper grades the Japanese can use 
the shorter staple cotton.from India 
and China herself. Where low price 
is the primal consideration, American 
goods have no chance against the 
cheaper ones from Japan. 

- The purchasing power of Manchu- 
ria fell down suddenly and sharply in 
the years following the Russian-Nip- 
pon war from two causes: War, of 
course, and then the violent fluctua- 
tion of their so-called small-coin dol- 
lar which is the most popular medium 
of trade among the natives. Natu- 
rally the higher-priced goods did not 
appeal to the majority of the Man- 
churian farmers as the cheaper ones. 
Japanese goods gained. 

The progress of the Japanese cheap 
cottons did not in the least affect the 
market for the American goods—with 
the class of Manchurians who had the 
purchasing power. Today the purchas- 
ing power of Manchuria is siowly com- 
ing back. If anybody should be worried, 
it is the Japanese manufacturer—not the 
American. For the Chinese are excel- 
lent buyers; they know that quality 
pays; that cheap prices are by no means 
always cheap. As soon as the Man- 
churians increase in wealth, the Ameri- 
can goods would close out the Japanese 
importation in the Manchurian market— 
and nothing could stop it, except a high 


tariff wall.

Nippon fence off the Manchurian 
field With it? Great Britain, not Nippon, 
is America’s serious competitor in cot- 
ton. And it would prove much more se- 
rious for America if the Britisher, 
through the somber and sober schoolings 
of the after-war conditions should go 
back a little on his inveterate weakness 
for the week-ends, for tiffins and the 
white-ducked leisure of a treaty port 
sport and bif&ckle down to business. In 
1918 the British sold to Japan herself 
over $1,680,000 worth of shirtings and 
sheetings, while America sold us less 
than $17,000 worth. 

‘In. Mukden, the greatest distributing 
point in South Manchuria, there is not 
a single American firm handling cotton 
piece goods. A British firm in Shang- 
hai opened a branch there in 1913 and 
its gross business for that year, the first 
year in business, amounted to about 
$200, 000. 

In dried sea weeds and cuttlefish and 
other goods mentioned above Japan will 
get the Chinese trade—a goodly portion 
of it.

Certainly the seem permanent 
enough for many winters. A 
number of them have now bBeen built 
of concrete, especially in that swampy 
part near the Aisne where they strike 
water about three feet below the sur- 
face. The difficulty is in draining out 
the watér when it rains, but they have 
pumps for this work. 

Some of the trenches have two stories, 
and back of many of them are subter- 
ranean rest houses built of concrete and 
connected with the trenches by pas- 
seges. The rooms are about seven feet 
high and 10 feet equare, and above the 
ground all evidence of the work is con- 
cealed by green boughs and shrubbery 
20 that they may escape the attention of 
the enemy’s aeroplanes. 

The concrete rest houses were inter- 


one. Most of them have furniture 
from trees. The light in these 


houses is bad and the ventilation not al! 
that tt should be, but the Germans are 
extremely careful about sanitation, and 
everywhere one smelis disinfectants, 
and sees evidence of scrupulous ‘sxuara- 
ing against disease.

Req Cross Efficient. 

All that I saw of the German Red 
Cross service, from the stretcher to the 
ambulance, the train and the hospital, 
leads me to believe that it is adequate 
and efficient. At Rethel we saw a Red 
Cross train of 32 cars perfectly equipped. 
The cars are made specially, with open 
corridors, ge that stretchers or rubber 
wheeled trucks may be rolled from one 
car to another. The berths are in two 
tiers, much- like an American. sleeping 
car, and each car when full holds 28 
men.

over the place. In the halls were 
crowds of soldiers with bandaged 
heads, arms or tegs, but all instinctively 
obeyed the dictates of their years of 
discipline and saluted the officers, al- 
though some of those pale-faced, beard- 
ed fellows ‘might well have pleaded 
weakness as an excuse for omitting the 
asual courtesy. 

Bathtubs Being Made. 

As we walked downstairs we saw on 
all sides relics of the erstwhile work 
of cloth manufacture now used for mili- 
tary or hospital purposes—here a ma- 
chine shop, where Paris bathtubs were 
being got ready for the use of the 
wounded; there a furnace used for 
cooking soup, or forging supports of 
iron for the trenches. 

We passed on through the building to 
an outhouse at the back which was 
being used as a ward for the sick. The 
men who lay there were victims of the 
grip, pneumonia, rheumatism and simi- 
lar Gisease. Outside this house, in 
what hed been the stable, they had 
made arrangements for cleaning the 
clothes of the wounded, ahd many ban- 
dages were being washed for use a sec- 
ond time. 

A little stream ran by the front of 
the stable and here there were hun- 
drede of coats and trousers tied to 
bridge or a tree to be cleaned by the 
running water. On the banks lines 
were stretched and clothes were hung 
on them to dry: on each garment was 
a ticket bearing the number of the 
man’s cot in the hospital. This is but 
one factor in the Impression one gains 
everywhere of the perfect economy of 
German organization.

NEW YORK, April 3.—New York and 
virtually all the eritire Atlantic seeé- 
board were in the grip of a miniature 
blizzard on this, the day before Easter. 
Snow, thick, wet and sticky, driven by 
a northeast gale, which at times at- 
tained a velocity of @ miles an hour, 
held up transatlantic sailings, caused 
craft off the coast to scurry for shelter, 


damaged telephone and telegraph wires, 
delayed interurban and suburban trains, 
and erippled transportation on the! sur- 
face and elevated lines. 

Tonight the flakes were falling as 
fast as ever, but local weather bureau 
officials believe the storm will end be- 
fore morning. The condition of 
streets tonight made reméte the pos- 
sibility of holding the usual Easter pa- 
rade on Fifth avenue tomorrow. 

Steamship in Distress. 

The disturbance was genera! from 
Maine to Florida, with’ the heaviest 
gales between New York and the Vir- 
ginia capes and snow falling as far 
down ‘the coast as South Carolina. The 
center of the storm was reported to be 
off Cape Hatteras, where the steam- 
ship. Prinz Maurits, of the Royal Dutch 
West Indian line; was in distress and 
sending wireless calis fer help. High 
tides banked up by the gale inflicted 
considerable datmage along the New 
Jersey and Long Island coasts. Down 
New. York Bay and in the East and 
North rivers traffic was at a standstill. 

Hardly a street car moved on lower 
Broadway for several hours this after- 
noon: All over town automobiles, 
trucks and wagons were lined up and 
unable to move. 

Fifteen thousand men were called out 
to ald in clearing away the snow. 
The telegraph and telephone companies 
reported that thelr lines through the 
State of Virginia and a part of North 
Carolina were the most.seriously..dam-. 
aged by the storm. Norfolk and. thé 
adjacent territory tergporarily was cut 
off from wire communication with the 
reat of the country. 

The temperature in New York lin- 
‘gered around freezing. 

' Nine Inches of Snow. 

All imooming trains from the south 
were fate. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
reported that most of the delay was 
due to late connections with trains 
south of Washington. Trains from 
points north of here also were gener- 
ally late. Trains from the west were 
running on. time. 

The snowfall broke. all. existing rec- 
ords fer April, nine inches having fallen 
during the day. 


Streets ‘Inundateda by High Tides in 
af Norfolk, Va. 

NORFOLK Va., April 3.—A northeast 
gale which swept up the Virginia coast 
early today caused serious damage here. 
High tides inundated many of the prin- 
cipal streets in which water stood three 
feet deep. Telephone, telegraph, rail- 
road, ferry and street car service were 
put out of commission. 

Two unidentified schooners were re- 


tonight. Because of high seas coast 
guards were unable to reach them. An- 
other schooner reported ashore off Dia- 
mond Shoals was said to be breaking 
up. 

The bange Specific, Gorcia, Henry 
Pnmiscott and Nanticook, eath with 
three men aboard, broke away from the 
tug Resolute, between Hog Island and 
Cape Henry.

The Cape Charies lightship was torn 
from her moorings and was reported 
to be drifting to sea.

Associate Counselor Rules 
Terms of Office Are for Life 
Under New Charter. 


JAILER IS INCLUDED 


Opinion Will Make Holding. of 
Several Civil Service Exam- 
inations Unnecessary.

Associate City Counselor Daves gave 
out a ruling yesterday that all superin- 
dents of city instutitions and Jailer 
Wililam Troll, ‘former Republican city 
committeeman, will hold office for life, 


subject to dismissal by their superiers, 
under the ‘civil service provisions of the 
new charter. ‘ 

Troll had applied to the Efficiency 
Board to compete with Republican City 
Committeeman Hank Weeke and other 
applicants for his position, under the 
impression that his term of office would 
end the third Tuesday in April, after 
the date of his appointment. 

Thomas H. Rogers. chairman of the 
-Efficiency Board, came to the conclu- 
‘sion about two weeks ago that charter 
provisions continued the term of institu- 
tional heads indefinitely, and on Rogers’ 
advice, Director of Public Welfare Tol- 
kacz requested an opinion on the point. 

Capt. Frank J. Primavesi, Superin- 
tendent of the Workhouse, and John W. 
Major, Superintendent of the Industrial 
School, who had made application to the 
Efficiency Board to take civil service 
examinations to succeed theniselves this 
month, are continued in office at. the 
expiration of their four-year terms, un- 
der the ruling. Primavesi was appoint- 
ed to fill the unexpired term of Calvin 
M. White, resigned. 

Frank BE. Chapman, superintendent of 
the city hospital; William Anderson, su- 
perintendent of the Infirmary, and Dr. 
M. J. Dwyer, superintendent of the Rob- 
ert Koch Hospital, appointed for indefi- 
nite terms under the old hospital com- 
mission ordinance, will continue to serve 
at the pleasure of the Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare, under Daues’ ruling. 

George McD. Johns, Superintendent of 
Fire and Police Telegraph, whoge term 
would have expired this year, also will 
be continueed in office under Director 
of Public’ Safety Swingley, by the same 
“Charter provisions. ‘Swingley ..did not 
request an opinion on the subject, and 
Daues did not include this office in his 
statement. 

Section 1. of the schedule to the pres- 
ent charter, the basis of Daues ruling, 
is as follows: “‘The present Jailér and 
all superintendents of institutrons ahd 
the Superintendent of Fire and Police 
Telegraph, shall continue in office sub- 
ordinate to the head of the appropri- 
ate division and subject to the- provi- 
sions of this charter."’ 

How Section Reads. 

One of the civil service provisions of 
the charter, section 9; article 18, reads: 
“All persons in the city service holding 
positions in the classified service, as es- 
tablished by this article, at the time 
this charter takes effect, shall be en- 
titled to r@tain their position, until dis- 
charged,’ reduced, promoted or trans- 
ferred in accordance with the provisions 
of this charter.’’ 

The positions in question are in the 
classified service, Daues holds, because 
they are not specially included in 
the unclassified service, as the charter 
stipulates the unclassified service shall 
be determined. 

Supts. Anderson of the Infirmary anid 
Dwyer of Koch Hospital are Democrats 
and were appointed by former Mayor 
Wells. 

The salary of each is $2000 a year, with 
a residence and food at .the institutio41 
furnished by the city. The Jailer re- 
ceilves $1500 a year and the Workhouse 
Superintendent $1200.

What 
he has learned is beyond valuation 
in dollars and cents. 

Said He Was Second Christ.

“Miss Gutgesell at noon’ made the fol- 
lowing written statement: 

“My brother's addiction to liquor 
grieved me so much that I kept worry- 
ing.

GERMANS GRITICISE U. S. 


Little Remains in War Zone for 
Military Experts to Dis- 
cover and Report. 


WASHINGTON, April 3—Tne five army 
officers on duty’ as military observers 
with German armies have been ordered 
home and their places will not be taken 
by other officers. The reason assigned 
by Secretary Garrison for the recall 
order today was that their mission had 
been fulfilled. This explanation, it was 
announced, would be the war depart- 
ment’s last word on the matter. It is 
known, however, that other reasons, 
largely of a personal character, were 


| considered by army officers in deter- 


mining to withdraw the observers. 

The American oflicers, it is stated, 
have found their position somewhat dit- 
ficult because of the high tension to 
which at least a few of these with 
whom they must come in contact in 
Germany have been strung by months 
of warfare and press repofts in Ger- 
many criticizing the attitude of the 
United States on various subjects re- 
lating to the war. The effect has been 
to hamper the observers and open pds- 
sibilities of persona) friction that might 
become international, and officials here 
are understood to have determined to. 
withdraw the officers to prevent the 
possib“ity of an unpleasant incident 
occurring. 

Secretary Garrison was positive in 
asserting that the. withdrawal had no 
connection with the case of Major 
Langhorne, recently relieved from duty 
as American military attache at the 
Berlin Embassy. ‘his statement set 


fat rest suggestions that the reports of 


the observers to the War Department 
had not been regarded as confidential. 

So far as is known, the withdrawal 
of American military observers with 
other European armies is not conterm- 
plated. 

In justification of the department's 
explanation it was pointed out that, for 
strategic uses, the information desired 
by the United States pertains generally 
to the early stages of war; the moboli- 
zation of the troops, transportation 
problems, the development of great 
forces; their subsistence; methods of 
supplying ammunition tn the field and 
All of these things 
had been pretty well worked out with-\ 
in the observation of the American mili- 
tary officers who were aided by the 


i Germans far more than the observers 


who were sent to France, England and 
Russia. Now, that the war has settled 
down to a question of endurance, with 
the men in the trenches, and with ar- 
tillery duels of monotonous occurrence 
and with little or no opportunity for 
exhibitions of military strategy, thanks 
to the keen eyes of the aeronauts, there 
is Httle new for the American military 
observers to discover and report. 


Recalled Men Expected to Stay in 
Germany Until War Eaded. 

BERLIN, via London, April 3.—Five 
American army officers, who have 
veen attached to the German military 
forces in the capacity of observers, 
were ordered by cable today to re- 
turn to tne United States at once. 
The order came as a supprise, as 
they expected to. remain in Europe 
until the end of the war. 

Lieutevant-Coionel Joseph BE. Kuhn 
of the engineers, who also has been 
acting as an observer, was not in- 
cluded in the order as he has been 
designated as military attache at the 
embassy at Berlin to succeed Maj. 
George T. Langhorn, recalled. 

The United States officers, since 
their arrival in Germany, December 
20, have spent two weeks on the 
Western front and one week in the 
Bast. Those affected by the order are 
Maj. Clarence C. Willlami of the or- 
dnance department, Maj. Dwight JB. 
Aultman of the field drtillery, Capt.

» Butler Corroborates Story. 

Butler corroborated Deuser’s story 
when he was questioned last night by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter.

The arrangement in each case 
was for Butler te win the confidence of 
the intended victim, to be caught in 
his company and then make damaging 
statements.

Ibsen’s own statement of fhe affair 
as it appears in the police records, cor- 
roborates Deuser’s down to the making 
of the note.

DENIES SHE INTENDS 
TO ENTER A CONVENT 


Meals Brought in to Her and 
She Knits for Friends, 
Reads and Sits Silently 
Meditating in Solitude of 
Cell. 


Mrs. ida Sniffen Walters, who, on 
Dec. 29 gave fatal doses of poison to 
her'two children and took an insuf- 
ficient quantity of the drug to kill 
herself, because she had despaired 
of ever becoming the legal wife of 
Lorlys E. Rogers, consented to break 
the silence she has maintained in 
jail, where she is awaiting trial. In 
the course of an interview, which 
she gave to a woman writer for the 
Post-Dispatch and the New York 
World, she asserts that she has been 
misrepresented by some of those 
who have written about her. She 
showed deep emotion in making 
her statements and declared that she 


had no fear or plans for the ssa 
The interview follows: :

NEW YORK, April 2. 

HEN I entered yesterday after- 
W noon the big, bare, chilly, white- 
washed room in the Bronx Coun- 
ty Jail, which has been specially fitted 
up to serve as the prison of Mrs. Ida 
Sniffen Walters, a very tall, slender 


dull black, with “a white shawl drawn 
closely around her shoulders, arose from 
a chair near the window, through which 
the spring sunshine was streaming, and 
quietly advanced a few steps to meet 
ine with outstretched hand. 
One of the most beautiful, low and 
exquisitely modulated voices that I ever 
heard asked me to be seated. 
My presence in that room had only 
come about as a result of three months 
of patient waiting, coupled with the per- 
sistent use of every conceivable influ 
ence which I could bring to bear. 
Secluded From Her Jailers. 
Few persons probably have any con- 
Leption of the extent to which Mrs. 
Walters has been permitted to seclude 
herself. Neither Sheriff O’Brien, nor 
the Warden of the jail, nor the keepers, 
has seen or spoken with her, much less 


entered her cell. 


The prison matron, Mrs. Ryan,/a moth- 
erly matron of middle age, is Mrs. 
Walters’ only aitendanmt and oversees 
the serving of her meals, which are 
sent in three times a day from a nearby 
restaurant. Every day, from 10 in the 
morning until 4 in the afternoon, Lorlys 
E. Rogers, the father of her children, 
is by Mrs. Walters’ side. He is per 
mitted this privilege as associate coun- 
sel. 

“How do you do, Miss Martin?” the 
‘quiet, steady voice began, with a brave 
attempt at a conventional greeting 
while a sad smile, that did not reach 
to her tragic eyes, flickered a moment 
about the speaker's lips. 

“Some day I think I will have some- 
thing to say to the public,” she said, 
“but this is not the time, even if I 
had the strength to say it, which I have 
not.”’ 

She sank back in her chair.: 

Only then did I realize that the wom- 
an before me was fighting desperately 
every moment for composure; that she 
was expending every bit of nervous en- 
ergy she possessed to keep from going 
to pieces in my presence, and I under- 
stood a little of what the last three 
months of solitude have meant to her. 

Tall ang of Uncertain Age. 

Mrs. Walters is a woman of whose 
age it would be impossible to judge 
now. Certainly she is not past her 
thirties. She is so tall as to be no- 
ticeable anywhere in a crowd, prob- 
ably a litthe short of 6 feet, but carries 
her height with surprising @race. She 
is slender hnd slow of movement, and 
her every gesture is instinct with dig- 
nity. 

Her face is not beautiful, by accep:- 
ed standards. but is one to arrest at- 
tention anywhere, if only for the ex- 
pression of utter, profound tragedy be- 
yond the power of any artist to depict. 
Her eyes are very large and soft, cf 
that indefinable blue-gray shade. He: 
‘hair is dark brown, not touched tn the 
least with gray. parted simply in front 
and dressed high on her head in a 
heavy braided coll. Her face does not 
show a line, but her expression is sadly 
wistful. To sum up in a sentence: Sh- 
is every inch the cultured gentlewoman.

MRS. NOLKER FOR $100,000 


Action to Be Based on Arrest of Young Gir! 
Without a Warrant—$1000 in Bills Was 
Lost by St. Louis Singer.

NEW YORK, April %3.—aAlbertine 
Marlowe, through her father, Edward 
Marlowe, as guardian, is going to 
sue Mrs. Robert E. Nolker of St. 
Louis for $100,000, basing her action 
on a charge of false arrest as a result 
of her acquittal on the charge made 
by Mrs. Nolker that she stole $1000 
from Mrs. Nolker’s gold mesh bag. 
The testimony in the case, concluded 
yesterday, showed that the pet names 
used by the two were “Betty” for Mrs. 
Nolker and “Baby' for Miss Marlowe. 

This announcement was made today 
by the father, who said that he would 
confer with Chester A. Laine, his at- 
torney, this afternoon and that the 
papers in the suit would be filed 
Monday. 

“I intend to carry this case through 
until, in every possible way, I have 
had complete revenge for the humili- 
ation to which my daughter has been 
subjected,” said Marlowe. 

“She has been exonerated in court, 
but I am not satisfied. If I leave the 
case as it is now people will always 
point at my daughter and say: That 
is the girl who was accused of steal- 
ing $1000. 

‘“T intend that, instead, they shail 
point at herand say: That is the girl 
who won a $100,000 suit for false ar- 
rest after a woman accused her of 
stealing $1000. 

“At present I have decided on $100- 
000 as the amount I will sue for. 

“T also intend to bring .te Commis- 
sioner Wood's attention the fact that 
his detectives arrested my daughter 
without a warrant.”

HAVE HAD SEALED 
ORDERS 7 YEARS 


Instructions as to Action in Case 
of War Not to Be Opened 
Until Word Came.

NEW YORK, April 3.—Every cap- 
tain of the great passenger steam- 
ships of thé North German-Lioyd and 
Hamburg-American lines have been 
carrying sealed instructions since 
1908 as to what they should do in the 
event of war between Germany, 
France and Russia. 

The sealeqd orders were not to be 
opened except in certain contingencies 
and on receipt of a message by wire- 
less or cable which they would rec- 
ognize. . 

The testimony of Capt. Charles Po- 
lack of the steamship Kron Prinzes=" 
sin Cecillle of the North German- 
Lloyd in court proceedings in Boston 
shows this conclusively. His instruc- 
tions were that he was not to open 
the letter until he received a message 
signed Siegfried, stating that some- 
body was ill. For more than two 
years, Capt. Polack testified, he car- 
ried this sealed letter. 

He sailed from New York on the 
Cecilie July 27, having on board a 
record passenger list and $10,000,000 
in gold and about $3,000,000 in silver.

Capt. Polack and virtually all the 
officers of the great German liners 
are officers of the reserve of the Im- 
perial German navy. They are com- 
pelled to spend a certain period each 
year in study and to pass examina- 
tions prepared for them by the officers 
of the navy. 

Sealed orders from the German Ad- 
miralty first were distributed among 
the captains of merchantmen in the 
spring of 1908. No attempt was made 
by the captains to conceal the fact 
that they had these mysterious sealed 
orders, but they were generally re- 
garded as a part of the naval drill 
or procedure.

“American Civilization on Trial;

"EL PASO, Tex., April 3.—A_ state- 


ment from the American colony at 
Mexico City, in which it was declared 
that the situation vas “more chaotic 
and helpless than ever,” was brought 
to the border today by Arthur Bul- 
lard Johnson, a delegate representing 
jointly the 2000 Americans and the 
International Committee of the capital 
district, the latter composed of 17 dif- 
ferent nationalities, aggregating more 
than 10,000 persons. 

Johnson is on his way east to take 
up the matter with public men. Reso- 
lutions were drawn March 10, at a 
meeting attended by 200 members of 
the American colony in answer to a 
communication from the Washington 
Government, again suggesting 
the Americans leave the republic. 
“The last request that Americans 
leave the. capital Was sent by Mr. 
Bryan at a time when he must have 
known that there wes no rgilroad 
exit,” said Johnson, who is an Amer- 
ican attorney of the Mexican capital. 
“My arrival here was after a trip of 
the utmost uncertainty and only ac- 
complished by the greatest . luck. 
There remain about 56 American 
Women at the capital. 

“The message of March 10 requested 
Mr. Bryan to make its text public, 
to which the Secretary replied that 
he did not consider this wise.

MEXICO FACING 
STARVATION SAY 
INVESTIGATORS 


Only Foreign Aid Can Save Na- 
tion From Famine Due to 
Corn Shortage. ~ 


MEXICO CITY, March 25, by courier 
to El Paso, April 3.—That a large part 
of Mexico has been reduced by revolu-; 
tionary disturbances to the verge of 
famine, which only foreign aid can alle- 
viate, is asserted in a report made by 
American and other investigators. Of 
the republic’s 27 states only five, it is 
asserted, have enough corn, the na- 
tional staple, to last until November, 
and 13,600,000 Mexicans will be without 
food in July. 
shortage of 39,375,000 bushels in the corn 
crop, due to the impressment of farm 
laborers and horses in the various 
armies. 

“Four years of almost continuous 
fighting throughout the various parts of 
the republic,’ states the report, ‘‘have 
preduced a food supply situation s0 
serious as to threaten a famine-of such 
proportions as to necessitate world-wide 
aid. 

“That the effects of the wanton 'de- 
struction due to warfare are only just 
beginning to be felt is due to the rich 
productiveness of Mexico’s agricultural 
regions. 

‘Oaxaca, Morelos, Campeche, Tabasco 
and Chiapas probably: have enough corn 
to last them if the strictest economy is 
employed. This will take care of a 
population of 1,700,000. Yucatan, with a 
population of 350,000, produces no corn, 
but has money to buy it from the Unit- 
ed States. This leaves the rest of 
Mexico, with a population of approxi- 
mately 13,500,000, with a visible supply 
of Zbout 675,000 tons, enough to last but 
three months. About next July the pinch 
of hunger will be felt throughout the 
length and breadth of Mexico. 

“Mexico will be called upon to spend 
413,487,500 pesos to prevent the large: 
part of her population from starving to 
death. With’a scrapped treasury and a 
country bled white, Mexico must throw 
herself. upon. the charity of the world.”’

|CARRANZA RESPECT 
FOREIGN FLAuS 


New Note Sent on Violation of 
American and British Colors 
by Lawless Troops. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 3.--The United 
States Government has renewed its 
representations to Gen. Carranza to 
to obtain respect for’ foreign flags re- 
cently violated at Manzanillo, asking 
that he instruct his officers there to af- 
ford protection to foreigners and their 
interests. 

In the first note sent to Gen. Carranza 
a consular report was transmitted stat- 
ing that the British and American flags 
had been violated by lawless Carranza 
The facts were denied by Car- 
ranza aid additional data has now been 
laid before him at Vera Cruz with a 
reference to the request made in the 
first communication. To this no reply 
has been received.

A separate communication was sent 
to Gen. Carranza today, calling his 
attention to the indiscriminate firing

Reports of Lawlessness. 
From Manzanillo and the city of 
Colima came reports of further lawless- 
ness. Conditions at other points on the 
west coast of Mexico were described as 
follows, under date of yesterday: 

“A column of Carranza troops has 
been routed while on its way to Gua- 
dalajara. Seven hundred troops from 
Hermosillo have arrived at Guayamas. 
Many stores at Guayamas are closed on 
account of existing political conditions. 
Acapulco and Mazatlan are quiet.” 

The State Department today received 
a dispatch from Zacetacas confirming 
the report that Gen. Isabel Robles, 
secretary of war to Gen. Eulalio Gutier- 
rez, had surrendered on April 1, all his 
command, machine guns, ammunition 
and equipment to Gen. Villa’s forces 
near Camacho. 


Funston Witnesses Firing From Car- 
ranza Trenches. 
BROWNSVILLE, ‘'Tex., April 3.—In- 
termittent rifle firing from the Car- 
ranza trenches in Matamoras at Villa 
Gutposts continued ail day today. 
Major-General Frederick Funston and a 
party of American army officers wit- 
nessed part of this firing from the 
American bank of the river about 150 
yards from the western end of the 
Carranza trenches, which were well 
filled with men. The shooting appar- 

ently was without effect. 

Gen. Funston, Maj. W. H. Hay, his 
chief of staff, and Capt. W. G. Ball, 
ris aid, left tonight for San Antonio. 

Gen. Funston said he had much work

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The total 
net revenue of all steam railroads of 
the United States, with operating 
revenues of more than $100,000 for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1914, was 
given at $845,216,654 in a report made 
public tonight by the Interstate, 
Commerce Commission. Operating rev- 


enues for the same period were §$3,- 
047, 019, 908 and operating expenses 
$2,200,313,159, with a net deficit from 
outside operations of $1,490,095. The 
net corporate income was given at 
$347,206,000. | 

There were 1,695,483 persons on the 
payrolls of the railroads at the end 
of last June, a decrease compared 
with the same day ‘in 1913 of 119,756 
persons. The wages paid last year 
amounted to $1,373,422,472. 

The average rate of dividend on 
reads with $100,000 income was 5.26 
per cent. There was.an increase in 
dividends\for the year of $82,656,870, 
which oh, wean reports was ac- 
counted for by increased ‘dividends of 
the Wnion. and Central Pacific Com- 
panies. 

On June 80, 1914, the roads had a 
total mileage of 247,397.59 or 7,522.65 
miles more than the year previous.

Only Two Months’ Supply Avail- 
able in This Country With No 
Prospect of Relief. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April 3.—Leading au- 


thorities in the chemical industry say 
that the long dreaded dye famine is at 
hand, with only two months’ supply 
available; that there is no prospéct of 
relief from abroad and that 2,000,000 
workers in American Industries directly 
or indirectly depending cn dyestuffs 
face curtailment or complete cessation 
of employment. 

Some carpet .mills already are run- 


ning on four days.a week, partly from 
inability tq: obtain colors. Print works 
and dyehouses are out of certain colors 
end for months have paid. exorbitant 
‘prices for such dyes as havé been ob- 
tainable. Manufacturers contracting to 
aeliver textiles and other goods into 
which colors enter are inserting a clause 
—‘‘provided colors can be. obtained.” 

The latest shipment of German dye- 
stufis arrived 10 days ago on the George 
Warren from Rotterdam and was 4 
days on the way. That consignment, 
worth $800,000 at current high prices, 
was not sufficient for a month's -sup- 
ply for this country. 

The acuteness of the situation, Little 
realized by the public, has thrown the 
American manufacturer into whirlpool 
of speculation. He is compelled to be- 
come a gambler on the duration of the 
war or, at best, upon the length of the 
blockade of German. commerce. 

The American consumption of artl- 
ficlal dyestuffs has attained an annual 
value of $15,000,000 and grows. steadily. 

It is supplied partly by a domestic 
production valued at $3,000,000. This ap- 
parent domestic production {s based 
chiefly upon the.use of foreign ma- 
terials, half-made or nearly completed 
color compounds. 


Only a small portion is made from 
American crude coal tar compounds. The 
coal tar dye business is Germany’s most 
profitable industry. When the industry 
finally was established here in a small 
way, German manufacturers, with their 
Government approving combinations in 
restraint of trade, fell upon the Ameri- 
can market with rufnous competition. 

A few years ago aniline oil that cost 
10 cents to make in Germany flooded 
the American market at 6% cents. This 
ruinous competition was kept up until 
the benzol products was driven out of 
the field, excepting for the support it re- 
celved from some American consumers 
who had signed long-time contracts. One 
of these customers, the National Aniline 
and Chemical Co. of Buffalo, which 
makes nearly 100 colors and produces 
half of the domestic output of coal tar 
dyes, is now thankful that it stood by 
the Benzol Products Co., since the lat- 
ter concern furnishes the only available 
supply. 

Industry Here Neglected. 

How firm is the German grip on the 
world’s coal-tar dye industry may be 
indicated by the fact that a 30 per cent 
duty on some of. the coal tar dyes for 
more than thirty years has failed to 
establish a real coal-tar dye industry in 
the United States. 

America converts Into coke twice as 
much coal as Germany, but in the 
process wé save less then 15 per cent 
of the by-product.

The recovery of benrol (benzine) is 
the first step in the coal-tar dye indus: 
try. From benzol are produced aniline 
oll and aniline salts, from which result 
the aniline dyes. 

Americans have been letting their ben- 
zol go to waste or have been burning it 
as gas as it passes off from coal. Until 
recent years most coke in the United 
States was made in the old-fashioned 
type of beehive oven, and a large part 
of it still is, with resultant waste of the 
by-products. 

The United States Steel Corporation, 
on its organization, built recovery oven, 
and reclaimed its tar and ammonia and 
burned the gas in its furnaces, but dit 
not recover the benzol, hich went with 
the gas as fuel. 

Wild Scramble for Benzo). 

Since the beginning of the war there 
has been. a wild scramble for benzol. 
Benzo! recovery plants are being in- 
stalled by several American corpora- 
tions, and by July 1 there will be an 
increase In the limited supply, and by 
the end of 1915 possibly a surplus in 
the United States. The largest instal- 
lations have been by the steel corne- 
ration at Farrell, Pa., near Sharon, and 
at Gary, Ind. 

The benzol output of the two steel cor- 
poration recovery plants will be 1,300,000 
gallons & year, a mere drop in the buck- 
et of more than 100,000,000 gallons that 
could be recovered from all the coal 
converted into coke in the United States. 
Before the war benzo! in this country 
sold for 20 to 25 cents a gallon—about the 
eame as in Europe. It can be produced 
here as cheaply as anywhere and our 
supply can be the greatest in the world. 
At present the price is exorbitant anc 
the market is sold for two months in 
advance. Present quotations are 3% to #0 
cents a gallon, but actual gales are be- 
ing made at 55 to 75 cents. 

Aniline oil is now virtually unobtaina- 
ble here at any price. While the Benzol 
Products Co. has not charged its cus- 
tomers more than 25 cents a pound, sales 
by speculative jobbers in limited quan- 
tities were reported as high as $1.90 a 
pound last week. 

Inquiries among chemical manufactur- 
ers discovered a feeling of hesitancy to 
embark in a big way in the tyestuff in- 
dustry without assurance that the Ger- 
man monenolv will be prohibited from 
crushing the American industry by un- 
fair conipetition after the war.

Rich Brooklyn Doctor Declares Man- 
ual Manipulation Has Been 
Successful. 

NEW YORK, april 3—Dr. E. Fior- 
ence Gair, daughter of Robert Gair, a 
millionaire Brooklyn manufacturer, an- 
nounced tonight that she had succeeded 
in curing a case of infantile paralysis ( 

by manual manipulation. 

This is the dreaded disease the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Research 
has been at work on several years in 
the hope of finding a serum that would 
operate &S a preventive or as a cure. 

A little more than two years ago 
Miss Gair gave up a life of ease to 
devote hcr attention to infantile paraly- 
sis and other baffling ailments of chil- 
dren. In the rear of the Gair home, 
which is one of the show places of 
Brooklyn, she built! a laboratory and 
there ever since she has been studying 
children and their afflictions and treat- 
ing them virtually for nothing. 

Some years ago she took up os- 
teopathy as a study. and since then she 
has become a leading and enthusiastic 
advocate of that method. 

She said she had succeeded in bring- 
ing the fever in infantile paralysis un- 
der control during the initial attack, 
thereby lessening the virulence of the 
germ and warding off the usual after 
effects of the disease. 

“As a rule,’ she said, ‘‘the recovery 
is marked by the end of the first week, 
but even if'infantile paralysis is taken 
in hand iater, by means of manual man- 
ipulation, the secondary contractors and 
ceformities: are avoided; and, if the 
nerve cells still are living’ the para- 
lyzed limb can be. restored to its nor- 
mal condition.”’ 


POPLAR BLUFF LIGHT COMPANY 
IS OPPOSING MUNICIPAL PLANT 


Files a Complaint With the Public 
Service Commission to Block 
City’s Action. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 3.— 
The Public Utilities Co. of Missouri, 
which has a contract with Poplar Bluff 
to operate an electric light plant there 
until 1928, filed with the Public Service 
Commission today an intervening com- 
plaint to prevent the city authorities in- 

stalling 2 municipal electric plant.

Potatoes a Good 
Bread Substitute 


If wheat remains at its present high 
figure or continues to rise :n price, and 
if there is a corresponding increase in 
the price of bread, scientists in the De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washingtoii 
suggest that the ordinary household will 
find it advantageous to eat more pota- 
toes and less bread. With potatoes at 50 
cents a bushel, 10 cents’ worth, or 10 
pounds, will give the consumer a little 
more actual nourishment than two one- 
pound loaves of bread at 5 cents each. 
The protein and fat are present in ap- 
preciably larger amounts in the bread, 
but the potatoes will be found to fur- 
nish more carbohydrates and more heat 
units. 

Carbohydrates (starch) contribute 
greatly to the energy value of any diet, 
and since potatoes are rich in‘ these 
families that wish to expend their 
money to the best advantage are recom- 
mended to consider whether they cannot 
make a more extended use of them. Like 
ether foods relatively rich in carbohby- 
crates, however, potatoes should be eat- 
en tvith. foods correspondingly rich in 
protein, such as milk, meat, eggs, etc., 
and with foods like butter, cream and 
meat fat to supply the fat that the 
body needs. 

Under normal conditions ir Europe and 
America the potato ranks next to bread 
£8 a carbohydrate food. If prices change 
sufficiently to make it desirable from « 
tinancial point of view, there is no scien 
tific reason why potatoes should not be 
substituted to a great exten: for bread. 


Dampening Eggs Before 
Hatching Saves Chicks 


Lack of moisture in the machine is 
one of the causes of chicks dying in the 
shell just about the time they are due 
to hatch. If moisture is not supplied 


frequently become so dry’ and tough 
that it is impossible for the chick to 
break its way out. 

Dampening the eggs with lukewarm 
water 2% to 8 hours before time for the 
chicks to appear ts practiced with good 
results by many incubator operators. In 
some cases this is done by wringing out 
a plece of flannel cloth in slightly warm 
water and spreading it out over the 
eggs in the tray. Another method is to 
set a of water under the eg 


tray, allowing the water to evaporate. 


Still another practice is to sprinkle the 
eggs with lukewarm water, in much the 
same way that clothes are sprinkled

WAR AFFECTS OUR 
POULTRY INDUSTRY 


Egg Shortage Abroad Opens Big 
Field to Flock Owners in 
U. S., Expert Holds. 


The effect of the European war on -:he 
poultry industry of this coyntry is much 


food production. The war has already 
proved quite a stimulant in the pvuul- 
try products market and is expected to 
continue doing so, only*in larger meas- 
ure. Many carloads of storage egs5 
have already been bought up in cities 
as far west as Omaha. This is quire 
different from the situation a vear 43), 
when more than 1,500,000 eggs were ‘m- 
ported into this country during one 
month. This state of affairs can mean 
only one thing—higher egg prices. 

Because feed may be a little higher 
than usual many poultry raisers ure 
planning to curtail their operations. Un- 
der the present circumstances this is a 
short-sighted. policy. Prof. J. .C. Gra- 
ham of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College, points out forcibly the greai 
opportunities to be found in egg pro- 
duction during the coming months. 
These are a few extracts from a public 
letter he recently wrote: 

“Poultry keepers have a habit of dis- 
posing of all the hens and pullets they 
can possibly spare whenever feed gets 
much beyond the normal price. But con- 


ditions are such this year that we be- 


lieve it will pay to keep all females that 
have a semblance of good laying qual- 
ities, irrespective of the cost of food. I 


hens or worthless pullets should be re- 
tained. 

“It is well known that England de- 
pends largely on continental Europe and 
some of her colonies for her egg supply, 
and as the poultry business is ruined in 
Belgium and large portions of France. 
Germany, Austria and Russia, and the 
price of eggs in Holland, Denmark, Nor- 
way and Sweden, Is beyond the reach 
of ordinary people, her egg supply. wi!! 
de cut very short; in fact, all conti- 
nental Europe will suffer in this respect. 

“This is to be greatly deplored, as 
large quantities of eggs will be needed 
for hospitals and convalescent soldiers, 
The importation of eggs in the month of 
December, 1914, amounted to 1,614,296 
dozen, or more than in the entire fisca! 
year which ended in June, 1913. This 
shows that foreign countries have their 
eyes on the United States as a piace 


for their surplus egg supply, especially 


during the winter months. The fact thai 
chipping has been more or less demor- 
alized and these importations cut off 
leads ws to believe that the price of 
eggs will be very high, not only the 
coming winter. but for next season 
also, and possibly for two or three vears 
to come, because it will take considera- 
tle time fer those countries to get their 
poultry work ,back to normal condi- 
tions. Furthermore, it will be greatly 
to our advantage as well as to that of 
consumers here to have _habituate to the 
use of our products rather than thuse 
of foreign countries. 

“We have it from good authority that 
the -poultrymen of Canada are being 
urged in the same way to meet the de- 

nds. that will be made upon them by 
the mother country for this iniportant 
product Why should not our poultry 
keepers take a:iivantayze of this crisis, 
and not only help to make up the deficit 
in L'urvpean markets and detrease the 
high cost of living at nome as well, but 
add materially to their own profits? 
This can be done by carefully observ- 
ing the following rules 

“Keep over this year for lavers all 
nens and pullets that will help to fill 
the egg basket. Market as soon as in 
condition all worthl:ss Yemales ané un- 
desirable males. Plan tw raise a good 
supply of chicks from the very best 
stock on hand; because food is high do 
not think for a moment that good-re- 
sults can be cbtained fron underfeeding. 
Feed poultry well on good, wholesome 
feed, but see that there is no waste. 

Ovr common grains are the. best feeds 
for poultry. Uf mangels, beets, turnips 
and the like can be bought at reasonable 
prices, they will not only decrease the 
grain bill, but ald materially to the 
nealth of the fow)s.”’ 


Poultry Paragraphs.

SANITATION IN 
POULTRY HOUSES 
MOORTANT DETAIL 


Now Is Time of Year to Clean 
Up—Recipes That Will 
Aid Work. 


This is the time of year when the fore- 
sighted poultryman should begin prep- 
arations for thorough sanitary methods 
in his poultry-raising operations through 
the warm weather season. It will soon 
be time to whitewash buildings, fences, 
coops, etc. Only a few weeks more and 
lice and mites will be back again to 
infest the birds and quarters. Measures 
should also be adopted toward safe- 
guarding the fowls against contagious 
diseases peculiar to the summer season. 
To be ready for these conditions means 
half the battle won:. Cut out the fol- 
lowing recipes and paste them on @ 
card. They will come in handy many 
times. You will not only find them ef- 
fective, but by buying and mixing the 
ingredients yourself they will not be so 
—* 

Government Whitewash. 

Every poultry house should be thor- 
oughly. whitewashed in May and Sep- 
tembér. The principa) purpose of this is 
to disinfect the house and fill small 
cracks so that they cannot harbor ver- 
min. The “‘Government whitewash” for- 
mula is considered -the very best for 
this purpose. It is made as follows: 

Slake a half bushel of fresh lime in 
warm water, covering it during the 
process to keep in steam, then strain 
the liquid through a fine sieve. Dis- 
solve a peck of salt in warm water, 
boil three pounds of rice to a thin paste, 
and add these to the lime. Also stir 
in, boiling hot, a half pound of pow- 
dered Spanish whiting or plaster of 
paris and a pound of glue which has 
been previously dissotved over a slow 
fire. Then add five gallons of water to 
the mixture, stirring it well and letting 
it stand for a few days. Keep it cov- 
ered meanwhile. 


t This whitewash should be applied hot. 


A pint of it will cover a square yard 
of surface if properly applied. Sma!l 
brushes are best. There is no wash 
that compares with it for outside or 
inside work and it will hold its bril- 
liancy for years. Any shade of color 
may be used by simply adding coloring 
matter. By adding two pints of carbolic 
acid to the mixture a disinfectant will 
be made of it. 
Liquid Lice Powder. 

Any poultryman can mix up this pow- 
der at comparatively small cost and ‘ 
will be found very effective.’ Mix three 
parts of gasoline with one part of crude 
carbolic acid of 9 to % per cent 
strength. If the carbolic acid cannot 
be obtained use one part of cresol in- 
stead. Add gradually, while stirring, 
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where Cholerine is used

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enough plaster of paris to make a dry, 
pinkish brown powder having a fairly 
strong carbolic odor and a rather less 
pronounced gasoline odor. As a general 
rule it will take about four quarts of 
plaster of paris to one quart of the 
liquid. 

This powder should be worked into 
the feathers of the birds affected with 
vermin, the bulk of the application be- 
ing in the fluff around the vent, and on 
the vental side of the body, and in the 
fluff under the wings. A second appli- 
cation should follow after an interval 
of four days to kill the ‘‘nits’’ that may 
have hatched in the meantime. 

Liquid Lice Killer. 

This mixture makes a good paint for 
roosts, nest boxes, dropping. boards. 
walls and floors of poultry houses. Mix 
three parts of kerosene with one part 
carbolic acid of 9% or 9% per cent 
strength. Cresol may be. substituted for 


the carbolic acid as in the foregoing. 

This liquid may be applied with a brush 

or with a hand spray pump. It should 

be well stirred up before applying it. 
Douglas Mixture. 

This preparation has for years been 
known as one of the west preventives of 
fowl cholera and other diseases on ac- 
count of its tonic and astringent quali- 
ties. To make it put one-fourth pound of 
sulphate of iron and four ounces of aro- 
matic sulphuric acid into a strong earth- 
enware pot and pour on a gallon of 
water, stirring the mixture with a stick. 
Then put a wooden cover over the dish 
and leave it for about a day. It should 
then be put into bottles corked up well 
and sealed. When ready to use put it 
in the drinking water, three teaspoon- 
fuls to every quart of water. It may 
also be used in food by moistening the 
food with water containing« the same 
proportions as given for drinking water. 
This mixture should not be given con- 
tinuously, but every third or fourth day. 
No metal receptacle should be used 
when this mixture is given whether in 
water or food.

+ Next to the unfavorable weather ther. 
is perhaps no condition so largely re- 
sponsible for the slump in egg laying 
in the winter months, as the untimely 


hatching of the pullets the spring before. 
Considering the fact that.the time of 
hatching is of such vital importance, 
it is surprising to note the indifference 
of so many poultrymen with regard tu 
this particular. 

Too many chicks intended for the next 
winter's laying pullets are hatched to» 
late in the spring. March and April 
hatched chicks will mature just about 
the right time to start laying before 
cold weather comes. The trouble with 
the chick hatched late is that it does not 
get its full development in time. Shoull 
cold weather find it still immature, th» 
chances are that it will lay few eggs 
during the winter, although if not too 
young many of them will begin layin: 
regularly in January and February 
Others will not begin until they feel the 
stimulating effect of early spring 
weather. 

We have all heard of pullets that lai: 
their first eggs before they were » 
months old. But these are extreme ex- 
ceptions and not one bird in thousands 
will do that well. When properly han- 
dled and fed from the start the average 
pullet should be allowed at least six 
months in which to fully mature and be 
ready for egg production. As correc: 
care and feeding are the exception rath. 
er than ‘the rule, the age at which the 
pullet under average conditions really 
does mature to the stage where she will 
begin Jaying is seven ot eight months. 

There are some poultrymen who plac 
little impurtance on the time of hatch- 
ing the chicks that are to become theli 
layers, giving as their reasons the fac” 
that the birds will be good and ready t» 
lay the following winter if they happen 
to be too young during their first. Of 
course, just a little thought should con- 
vince anyone of the folly of that notion 
Why should these birds be fed and 
cared for a whole year with little or 
no return, when by merely having them 
hatched a few weeks before would havo 
made them excellent layérs one year 
eariier? Again, it should be remembered 
that the pullet year is the best laying 
year, and once a bird is allowed to get 
beyond that age without a good return 
in eggs, the profits realized from her 
will be. greatly decreased. 


Feeding Hints. 

There is little danger of overfeeding 
the laying hen. 

You cannot offend the hens by 
ing them a dish of butter milk. 

One writer says that too much bran in 
the mashes has a tendency to loosen 
the bowels too much. Probably so, but 
I feed bran dry and I never knew a hen 
to eat too much of 't. 

In using salt allow about an ounce for 
every 100 head of fowls. 

Have you noted that a good mess of 
green stuff will make hens sing quicker 
than almost anything else? 

A good scratching mixture is made of 
100 pounds of cracked or whole corn, 
10 pounds of wheat and 75 pounds of 
oats. You may add 30 pounds of kafir 
and 20 pounds of barley.

I have a couple of batches of chicks 
hatched by hens. I find they are trou- 
bled with lice. How can I treat the he: 
and chicks to rid them of the pest with- 
out injuring the chicks?—Mrs. H. L. P.., 
St. Louis. 

in cases of this kind I should use com- 
mon flour of suniphur. Rub this thor- 
oughly into the hen's feathers some 
time during the day. 1 have done this 
and have never had any injury resuit tu» 
chicks. I would also rub a little of this 
through the down of the chicks them- 
selves. It isn't so strong as Persian in- 
sect powder, but if applied thoroughly 
it does the business and is good for the 
purpose you mention. 


Ega-Eating. 

Can tell me now to make hens 
stop eating their eggs? I have several 
that lay and immediately eat their eggs. 
I feed corn, barley. dry bran and wet 
mash and plenty of grit.—E. R. M., 
Erie, Ill. 

You do not say whether you feed 
meat. You should feed them pretty lib- 
erally of meat for a time. Keep the 
eggs gathered up promptiy. Use porce- 
lain eggs freely in’ the nest. Take egg 
shells and fill with. cornmeal! very 
strongly charged with red pepper. Give 
the birds as much exercise as possible. 
Campel them to take exercise and see 
that they get plenty of green stuff. If 
you can find out which birds cause the 
trouble, separate them from the rest. 
Pare off the beak at the end so that it 
will be a little tender. 
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Dried Beef Scrap. 

How should I feed dried beef scrap? 
I have tried ground green bone and 
my chickens eat it, but they will not 
eat the dry scrap, even if it is cooked.-—- 
James C., St. Joseph, Mo. 

Probably your flock does not need 
meat. You do not say that you feed 
table scraps. With a small fiock often 
table scraps supply all of the animal 
food needed, and in that case the fowls 
will not care for meat, as they only eat 
as much animal food as they need. 
Also, perhaps, your flock is so situated 
that they get much insect food. Dried 
beef scrap can be fed in either or crum- 
bly mash, but I would not force it on 
them. They will quickly show whether 


animal food.

If the weights 
of the arms of the crank shaft and 
the big ends of the connecting rods 
are such as they swing around the 
crank shaft bearings that they produce 
equal and opposite pulls, as in the case 
of the two weights about the finger. 
there will be no vibration. 

“If these weights are not equal, there 
will be a pull on the crank shaft bear- 
ngs and the crank case holding these 
‘bearings will tend to follow the pull 
of the unbalanced weights in the path 
of the circle. This pull is what causes 
vibration, If it is zero, there is no vi- 
bration. 

“This pull can be made zero in effect 
by the proper balancing of the crank 
shaft, tho flywheel, and of the connect- 
ing rods before assembly.’’ 


LONG HAUL IN ALASKA 


To demonstrate that the Ford car 
is a commercial factor in the trans- 
portation of freight and passenger 
in the interior of Alaska, three Ford 
cars are operated by the Sheldon, 
Gibson & Ashton Stage Co. on the 
passenger run from Fairbanks to 
Chitina, 320 miles away.

- their size or weight would warrant, and yet who continue to grow fatter. 

Fat is deposited in the tissues, under the skin, on the abdominal wails, 
between the museular fibers and on many of the mternal organs. It 
appears last on the abdominal walls, and, when required te mannfacture 
energy, disappears from this region in the first instanee. | 

Despite what has been said, it may be set down as a general rule that 
most corpulent people eat more, both absolutely and relatively, than spare 
people. When, however, they are so excessively eorpulent that they are 
unable to take exereise or even to breathe freely, then, doubtless, a quan- 
tity of nutriment less than their norma! will suffice still further to increase 
their stores of fat. It is in these circumstances that one so often hears the 
pathetie statement from the stout person that he cannot imagine how he 
manages to exist at all, as he eats so very little. 
: Now, a banking account ean increase by only one of two-methods—by 

adding something and taking nothing away, or by taking away less than 

is added. Likewise a person can grow stout by only one of two methods— 
by eating a little more than is absolutely necessary, or by exercising so 
little that the expenditure of energy in the form of werk is much less than 
the income in food and drink. Doubtless both methods are in operation in 
most cases, and it is well to remember that quite 40 per cent of obese people 
inherit the tendeney, whieh is an additional reason for extreme caution in 
feeding. 

If the fat person would only think how little is required each day to 
make the difference between laymg on flesh and standing still in that 
regard, he would hardly wonder at his daily growing proportions. Hali 


' am ounee a day means a quarter of a pound a week—a pound a month— 


12 pounds a year. It is no unusual thing under proper conditions to put 
on one pound a day and to keep this up for quite a number of weeks. 
In many eases the trouble is to be attributed to the afternoon tea with 
its half-pint or so of hot, fatty saccharine solution in the shape of tea, 
coffee or cocoa, and its sweet cake or bread and butter and preserves. 
This mea} is always superfluous to the person who partakes of three meals 


S ~~ a day, and at the best is only a time for the inhibition of fluid. It is alto-

to become more fat, because fat on the abdomen lessens the move- 
ment of the diaphragm and increases the adipose tissue. 

(d) Diminished number of red blood corpuscles. Hence the 
anemic person tends to adiposity, beeause oxidation is less than 
normal. 

(e) The consumption of aleohol causes the accumulation of fat 
in two ways. (1) Beeause, being easily burnt up, it saves the fat in 
the tissues. (2) Beeause it causes fatty degeneration by paralyzing 
the aetivity of the eells. 

| (f) A fat man should use much less heat- forming feod than a 

thin man, because the latter gives off more heat from his compact 
bedy, and an aceumulation of fat prevents the conduction of heat. 

(g) The diminution of any other item of expenditure, emo- 
tional or otherwise. 

The cure of obesity is not such a simple procedure as might appear 
at first sight. One might think that an entire reversal of the factort 
imduemg obesity would be calculated to cure it, but there are many points 
to be taken into consideration. which modify the treatment of any indi- 
vidual case.. If we are dealing with a vigorous person whose organs aré 
sound, the following rules should be adopted: 

(4) Reduce the total quantity of daily food. Whatever else be done, 
this is absolutely necessary, and one has a choice of various me‘hods. 

(2) -The patient should be weighed weekly, and the reduetion shoul€ - 
be slow and gradual. . 

(3) No fluid-should be taken at meal times, as lack of fluid hae: 
the absorptive power of the alimentary eanal. An abundant supply of 
fluid may bé partaken of two hours after a meal. 

(4) Both mmd and body should be exereised freely, and it is im- 
portant to exercise all the museles of the bedy as far as possible and te 
continue the exertion until free perspiration takes place. 

-(5) The loss of heat should be imereased by cold baths and friction, 
light clothing and bed-clothing. 

(6) Acid fruits and gentle laxatives should be taken regularly. 

(7) Hill climbing should be especially practiced. 

Where, however, we are dealing with a patient who has a weak heart 
and indifferent powers of exertion, we must adopt a different policy, and 
this should be in all cases left to the diseretion of the medical attendant. 

A much more difficult problem is that of inducing thin people to be- 
eome fatter. Frequently the only method of value is to put them to bed 
and subject them to a system of foreéd feeding, as much as four pounds 
of food and three pints of hot milk being consumed each day for two or 
three months. If a rubber bottle half full of boiling water be applied te 
the gastric region every two hours night and day, it is astonishing how 
easily this abnormal quantity of food can be tolerated. The followiag rules 
may be followed to advantage: 

, (1) The amount ‘of food should be imereased compatibly with the 
powers of digestion, especially fatty food, milk, cream, potatoes, puddings, 
butter, honey and nuts. 

’ (2) Fluids should be taken with or at the close of each meal. 

» (3) Exercise should be taken togthe point of getting warm. 

' (4) Thin people should never worry or eare violently for anyone. 

(5) Warm clothing should always be worn. Plenty of sleep should 
be indulged in under warm bedelothing. Warm baths should be taken 
instead of cold, and hot milk substituted for tea and coffee. 

(6) Sweet fruits, figs, dates raising, apples, with ugar and cream, 
should be eaten instead ef acid fruits.

It is not easy to 
explain why he did not. 

Whenever that ques- 

tion is answered ade- 

quat@ly, there will be 

found also the answer 

to why Scott, with a small force of American soldiers, 
pacified parts of the Philippines that Spanish armies 
had failed to pacify in centuries. It will explain also 
hew Scott prevented a Mexican war that appeared to be 
inevitable. It will explain how Mexican, Cuban, Fili- 
pino and Indian can be swayed by him and him alone. 

In the army they merely dismiss it with the remark, 
“It’s Scott’s way.” It has come to be a convention that, 
when there is trouble with the little red brother or the 
little brown brother or the little chocolate brother that 
cannot be cleared, someone says, “Send for Scott.” 
Scott is.sent for. He departs unostentatiously. A short 
time thereafter there is a counct! among the tepees or 
in the jungles or amidst ’dobe huts, and when it is over 
the difficulty is at an end. Somewhere an entry is 
made in the military archives and the matter is forgot- 
ten. And Gen. Scott goes back to his office, to loll ‘dis- 
contentedly in a padded chair when he would prefer 
to be out in the open somewhere, with a good horse 
under him and the good, fresh smell of earth and veg- 
etation in his nostrils. 

A short time after his graduation from West Point in 
1876, Scott, a cavalry officer, was assigned to duty in 
the West. His early. campaigning days were spent 
among the Indians. Sometimes he was fighting them, 
but most of the time he was governing them. He was 
successful at both. A hard rider, a good shot, indefat- 
igable and unswerving in his ways, the Indians came 
first to fear him and then to respect him. Somehow or 
other they learned if this straight, smooth-shaven young 
officer said he would capture a certain man and turn 
him over to the Provost Marshal, he would keep @is 
promise to the diacritical mark. If he made a promise, 
that promise would be kept unswervingly. 

The savage mind does not run to nice distinctions; 
savage languages have few adjectives. Scott had this 
much in common with them—a thing Was so or it was 
not so—it was good or it was bad, without qualifying 
shades of meaning. Perhaps this, more than anything 
else, explains why he was beloved by the Indians and 
why Spanish-speaking peoples called him “simpatico.” 
He understood them and they understood him, because, 
in common, their thought went as straight to its mark 
as a rifle bullet. 

One of. his first responsible assignments was to gar- 
rison duty at Mount Vernon 
barracks in Alabama, where 
Geronimo and his Apache 
followers were prisoners. 
His predecessor found Ge 
ronimo’s crowd a hard prob- 
lem. They had been accus- 
tomed to the freedom of the 
plains and here they were 
shut in by barricades and 
forest fastnesses. They 
were discontented and idle 
and. troublesome. More 
than that, they were dis- ‘ 
heartened. They refused to f 
do any work of any kind 
and filled the air with their 
lamentations. 

Scott told them he would 
try to get better arrange- 
ments for them, but they 
would have to be good. Al- 
most instantly a subtle 
transformation came over 
them. 

Under his 


supervision 
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they were removed to a reservation in the Indian Terri- 
tory, now a part of Oklahoma. He taught them how to 
build cottages and how to farm. In a short time they 
were responsible farmers, making more than a 
good living off their land and learning’ the 
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Peacemaker... 


economic -value of the arts of peace, 

Afterwards Scott was assigned to the 
Smithsonian Institution to prepare a his- 
tory and glossary of Indian sign languages, 
in which he was more efficient, probably, 
than any other white man. He became 
Superintendent of West Point in later 
years, and he acquitted his tasks there 
as thoroughly as he did everywhere else, — 
although the confinement irked him. He 
probably would have ended his days in 
academic employment, if he hadn’t been 
far too valuable as a practical man. 

When the war with Spain came in 1898 
he was made Adjutant-General and was 
sent to the front. Later. Gen. Wood, when 
he was made Governor-General of Cuba, 
made him his Chief of Staff. Although 
only 2 Captain in actual rank, he had the 
direction of the military end of the civil 
Government. His ready knowledge of 
Spanish helped him immeasurably. The 
Cubans soon discovered that he was “sim- 
patico,” and confided in him as they would 
in no other American officer. Under his 
administration Havana became as peace- 
able and quiet as a city in New York. 

When Wood was transferred to the Phil- 
ippines, he took Scott and others with him. 
To Scott, naturally, he assigned the most 
difficult job, that of pacifying the Sulu 
Archipelago, with headquarters at Jolo. 
For several generations the Spanish had 
been unable to extend actual control be- 

yond the boundaries of 
Jolo, yet Scott, mainly 
by the force of his own

w‘vely short time of a 
few months. 

It was by no means an 
easy accomplishment. — 
The savages were treac! 

erous, -crafty, unscrup 
lous and bitter with 
centuries-old hatred of 
the white man. Theirs 
was a guerilla warfare, 
in which a native would 
lie for hours in ambush, 
kill, and,.if possible, mu- 
tilate a seldier and glide — 
through the wilderness, 
leaving no more trail 
than a serpent. 

Yet whenever possible 
Scott struck up acquaint- 
ances with the dattos, or 

native chieftains. There is no physical nor mental simi- 
larity between the tall American and the under-sized 
Filipino barbarian, and yet the same thing that enabled 
Scott to win the confidence of the one helped him to 
acquire the esteem of the other. : 

Some of them came to love him. There was Datto 
Muhamed Dakiatul Galbi, who, for leve of his “father,” 
went into the jungles, slew the rebellious Uranz Kaya 
Tallu, cut off Tallu’s head, kept it respectfully in his 
bungalow in case Scott should want it, and sent Kallu’s 
kris along with a brief recital of what had happened. 
There were Datto Jaji bin Idris, Datto Panglima Abu 
Bakal, Datto Hadji Buto and, above all, Datto Hadji 
Abdullah, who was a walking arsenal and slept every 
night in the door ef Scott’s tent so no intruders might 
sneak in. 

Once Scott was betrayed. Panglima Hassan had been 
captured and, after a conversation with the soldier, 
asked for.,an escort te the jungle home where were his 
wife and children. Against advice, Scott and five in- 
fantrymen accompanied the prisoner. In the brush, 
Hassan gave a signal and slipped away through a 
thicket. Scott was fired upon and his hands wert 
wounded. Later he hunted Hassan down and killed 
him, thereby enhancing his fame among the islanders. 

Scott, it must be remembered, is a man of peace only 
when peace is the best way to attain his purposes. When 
it comes to fighting, he is a fighter all the way through, 
cool, courageous, skillfal and absolutely inflexible. It 
took him three months to exterminate Hassan’s insvur- 
rection, and part of the time he rode with both erms in 
bandages. But he did not quit the path until the /ast 
tribesman was hunted out of his lair and he had person- 
ally attended the demise of the traitor. 

It was characteristic of the esteem in which Scort is 
held by the Government that, when trouble on the Mex- 
ican border appeared inevitable, more than a year azo, 
he was sent to take charge of the situation. It was ilso 
characteristic of him that he went straight to the ;oint 
and he met Gen. Villa at a half-way point between El 
Paso and Juarez. Just what conversation took place 
between them probably will never be known. Whatever

Fascinating story of a visit to a little 
St. Louis school in which the 
system of teaching lip-reading 
and pronunciation with the 
aid of a piano has attracted 
national attention — 


ERE is the best news in ycars for those 
who are really deaf. It is also wel- 
come tidings for the larger class of 
persons who are hard of hearing. 

There is a little .chool with 11 pupils 
at Westminster place and Vande- 
venter avenue, St. Louis, called the 
Central Institute for the Deaf, which, in the seven 
months since it was opened, has accomplished such amaz- 
ing results: as to attract the attention of educators of 
the deaf all over the country. Its aim is one hitherto 
unattempted—to place the. deaf upon a perfect conver- 
Sational equality with persons in normal command of 
their organs of hearing, and this without the aid of 
signs. 

Of the pupils, six are children and five adults. our 
of the children are totally deaf, two from birth and 
the others from illness in infancy. Three had, prior to 
last October, not a single word in their vocabularies. 

A fourth, whose mother had worked out an original sys- 
tem of oral instruction, knew a few words. Last week 
this little girl, whose name is Laurie, took part in a — 
geography quiz which would have taxed the knowledge 
of any primary school] child in St. Louis, pronouncing 
clearly and with the proper accent such words as “isth- 
mus,” “Australasia” and “Nebraska.” Strangely enough, 
she speaks in the soft, slurring tones of the South, her 
mother’s birthplace, although she has never heard her 
mother utter a word.

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In the kindergarten stage—learnin g to pronounce a word by touch- 
ing teacher's chest and feeling on the fingers the volume 
of her breath.

as those of her teachers, although she had 
never seen the former before in her life. 
Laurie, most advanced of the pupils, has 
acquired a number of slang phrases, much to 
her teachers’ amused annoyance, and a few days 
ago electrified everybody by replying to some 
question: “I should worry.” From other chil- 
dren, probably, she had learned not only the sound 
of the words, but their meaning. 

During the reporter’s visit Elizabeth “deveioped” 
a new word, as it is called. It was “stocking.” By 
working from the beginning through the elements— 
star, sta, stoo, sto, stok, ka, ke, ki, king—she evolved 
he finished word and then proudly announced to the 
class that hers were white, “and Frieda’s are, too.” 
Frieda, the youngest pupil, learned the words “man” 
and “woman” in the same way.

(he elements, thus learning to write without being really 

conscious of doing so. 

The children were tremendously excited over the flash- 
light pictures taken for this page, and jumped and 
squealed at the sudden flare of the powder just as the 
explosion startles persons of normal hearing. Frieda was 
posed blindfolded to show how the sense of touch is de- 
veloped. The other children thought she was being 
punished and wanted to know if she had been naughty. 

“The greatest punishment we can give a deaf child 
is to cover its eyes,” Miss Hilliard explained. “That cuts 
off all means of communication with the rest of the 
world.” 

Throughout the visit the reporter found the illusion in- 
sistent that these deaf children could hear as well as 
any others. No signs were used, for these are. strictly 
forbidden, and any child who tends to gesticulate too 
freely while talking has her hands tied behind her back 
to break her of the habit. All the conversation was in 
ordinary tones, with no attempt to raise the voice or to 
make the movements of the lips and throat more than 
usually pronounced. The children’s words were not 
speken in the monotone peculiar to most deaf persons, 
but were accented and even modulated to an extent as 
to pitch. 

One only realizes their affliction when he forgets and 
speaks to one of them from behind. Then the absence 
of the usual prompt response brings the shock of re- . 
membering that these children, though understanding 
your speech so instantly, have in reality not heard a 
single word you said, that their being is wrapped in total 
silence, as if inclosed in sound-proof walls, and that in 
order to “hear” your voice they have had to “see’’ it. 

An interesting use of the piano is made to teach the 
pupils how to accent their words. Say that the word te 
be learned is “Australasia.” The children place their 
hands on the side of the piano while the teacher plays 
chords in a strongly accented rhythm—“One—two— 
THREE—four, one—two—THREE— four.” 

The children, feeling the vibrations of the piano case 


| through their sensitive fingers, first count the numerals, 


accenting them according to the beat of the piano 
rhythm. Then for the numerals they substitute the syl- 
lables of the word: “Austral-A-sia—Aus-tral-A-sia,” 
until they have mastered the pronunciation. The pupils 
also recognize the fact through their fingers if the pitch 
of the chords is raised from the lower to the higher 
registers of the piano, and instinctively sharpen the 
pitch of their own voices a bit. Thus they gain a modu- 
lated speaking voice, instead of the flat monotone in 
which most deaf persons speak. 

Talking on the fingers is strictly barred, and adult 
pupils who have acquired this manual language are 
urged to forget it and to learn lipreading. The reason 
for this is that a deaf person knowing only the sign 
language is utterly isolated from all save those who 
likewise know the digital alphabet. 

The institute, which employs five teachers, was or- 
ganized more as an experiment than anything else, 
under the auspices of the American Otological Society, 
in order to test theeries which Dr. Geldstein had elab

We came over to the United States, which was to be 
my future home. My new owner exhibited me in many 
shows here, and I was beaten only once, when I went 
down to defeat before one of the finest of American 
dogs, Vickery Fast Freight, last year at the Chicago 
Dog Show. Well, the best of us have reverses at times, 
and I have just erased this_single blot from my es- 
cutcheon here in Madison Square Garden. 

Everybody who saw me here admired me tmmensely. 
They praised my stiff, wiry coat and went into rap- 
tures over my black ears.

HE famous Liberty 
Bell is suffering 
from the disease 


of metals. This is 
due to several causes. The 
bell was badly cast in the 
first instance and was re- 
cast thrice by amateurs;

tion of the metal with 
each recasting. The first 
crack appeared when the 
bell was tolling on the oc- 
casion of the funeral of 
Chief Justice John Mar- 
shall. In 1909 it was discovered that this crack had 
extended to double its eriginal length. 

The bell had been tramsported to a distance on six 
occasions and has been chipped by many vandal souvenir 
hunters. 
handling was séarcely avoidable. 

When the new crack appeared Alexander E. Outer- 
bridge Jr., an expert metaliurgist, was called in to ex- 
amine it. When it was planned to ship it to San Fran- 
cisco for the Panama Exhibition Outerbridge was again 


summoned, and on his report it was determined to keep — 


it henceforth in Independence Hall. In his latest report 
Outerbridge says: 

“It is no hyperbolical figure of speech to say that the 
venerable Liberty Bell is affected with a serious disease. 
Metallurgists have adopted into technical phraseology 
the term ‘diseases of metals,’ and recognize several such 
maladies. I, myself, have no hesitation in saying that 
the bell has a distemper, which should insure its most 
careful preservation from all shocks such as it would 
be subject to in a long journey.” . 

The Iron Age says that with each of the remeltings to 
which the bell was subjected it lost largely in tensi 
strength and resilience. ‘

“As the day began with the above, and I had had a quiet rest, I went to the 
copse at dusk. The moon was bright and the twilight lingered. We waited 

“about in the avenue to let it get dusker, but it was still far from dark when 
we: made our way up to the glen ~Miss Moore, Miss Langton and myself (Miss 
Freer). 

“I saw the two ghosts, ‘Ishbel’ and “Marget,’ in an old spot across the brook. 
‘Tahbel’ was on her knees in an attitude of weeping, ‘Marget’ apparently reason- 
ing with her in a low voice, to which ‘Ishbel’ replied very occasionally. I could 
not hear what vas said for the noise of the brook. We waited for perhaps 10 
or 15 minutes. They had appeared when I had been there perhaps three 
or four minutes and remained visible all the rest of the time. 

“The dog ran up to where we were then and ran straight for the two figures. 
‘He afterwards left us, and we found him barking in the glen. He is a dog who 
hardly ever barks. We went up among the trees where he was and could find 
no cause. . . .” (Journal, pp. 116-17. 

Two days later this entry was made in the investigating committee’s diary 
by Miss Freer: 

“This morning’s phenomenon is the most incomprehensible I have yet known. 
I heard-the clanging sounds after we were in bed last night. Early this morn- 
ing, about 5:30, I was awakened by them. They continued for nearly an hour. 
Then another sound began in my room, which Miss Moore shared with me. It 
might have been made by a very lively kitten jumping and pouncing, or even 
by a@ very large bird; there was a fluttering noise, too. It was close, exactly 
opposite the bed. iss Moore woke up, and we heard it going on till nearly 
8 o'clock. I drew up the blinds and opened the window wide. I sought all over 
the room, looking into cupboards and under furniture. We cannot guess at any 
possible explanation. * * *’ (pp. 119-20). 

The next day the ghost, ‘Ishbel,’ is reported to have been seen walking in 
the glen, by two different people at the same time; one saw the figure, full-face, 
and the other, profile. Both drew their impressions of the figure afterwards, 
and they corresponded. The curious thing was that in the full-face figure, no 
face wes visible in the phantom—only a blank space where the face should 
have been. The person who saw the full-face figure had the distinct impression 
that she was being “looked at.” (Journal, p. 123). 

A number of experiments were tried by the investigators about this time. 
/ Crystal gazing and automatic writing were attempted, and seances—hypnotic 
‘and mediumistic—were conducted in the drawing room. These were, on the 
‘whole, disappointing, except that the name ‘Ishbel’ appeared during the writing 
test. All the household declared that they heard loud raps, voices, whisperings. 
and footsteps pacing up and down the hall; but the curious thing was that— 
though all in the house believed they heard these steps and were awakened by 
them—a phonograph failed to record the slightest sound. Nothing was marked 
upon the phonograph disc, nor would the photographic plate record the phantas- 
mal figures which many of those in the house declared they positively saw, 
walking about the rooms and up and down the stairs.

UT in the hilly country near Rosco, Cal., a 
coyote had an experience the other day 
which, if he had lived to tell the tale and 
if the wild animals had histories, would 
have been handed down as the first onset 
of a new peril schemed against them by 
that trickiest and most dangerous of all 

animals-—man, 

This coyote was gayly stalking a covey of quail, creep- 
ing along from cover to cover, thinking only of the 
toothsome morsels which he hoped soon to be crunch- 
ing between his jaws and undreaming of danger to him- 
self. Had he not reconnoitered cautiously before set- 
ting out in pursuit of his dinner? If there had been a 
foe before or behind, to right or to left, his keen eyes 
and sharp nose would have told him so. Besides, a little 
behind him crept his mate as a sentinel to give him 
warning of danger should it unexpectedly appear. 

If either of the four-foot hunters happened by chance 
to glance upwards and saw what seemed to be a great 
bird wheeling in wide circles half a mile in the air, they 
dismissed the vision with contempt. Peril did not come 
to them from the sky.

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T. LUKE, able and scholarly man that he was, 
in a parenthesis once observed that “the chil- 
dren of this world are, in their generation, 
wiser than the children of light.” Apparent- 
ly things have changed somewhat since the 

days of the Beloved Physician, for if the 

“children of light” nowadays are not alto- 
gether as canny as the worldly ones, they are at least 
ma'ting progress. They have learned, for one thing, 
that it pays to advertise. 

The fashionable Church of the Ascension (Episcopal), 
at Goodfellow and Cates avenues, offers a case in point. 
The church building is one of the handsomest in the 
West End. Its membership is composed of men who are 
no less important in the business world than their wives 
are in the world of society. Its pastor is a man of cul- 
ture and an orator of ability. Its financial affairs are 
in good shape. But half of its pews were empty on Sun- 
day mornings and its prayer meetings were attended 
by only a handful. 

That was about a month ago. Today it is the same 
church, with the same pastor and the same member- 
ship. But its pews are crowded on Sundays, its prayer 
meetings are well attended and the interest in its vari- 
ous subordinate activities is keener than ever before. 

The explanation is simple. The church retained an 
advertising expert, just as a well-conducted business 
institution would do. It has notified its particular pub- 
lic of the wares it has to offer, and has invited those in- 
terested to come in and look them over, without ob- 
ligation to invest and with the privilege of going else- 
whére if they were not satisfied. 

Not that there was any tom-tom beating, or clangor 
in the market place. O, dear no! There were no poster 
displays nor allurements in the newspapers; no sandwich 
men nor bulletin boards to catch the eye of the passer- 
by. Nothing of the ‘‘you-come-to-my-zgospel-shop-and 
try-my-brand-of-salvation sort.” Simply a systematic 
business organization by a trained organizer, relying 
upon a course of follow-up letters, written by a man 
trained in the lucrative art of selling anything, from 
sardines to sculpture, by just such letters. 

When the Rev. John S. Bunting took the rectorship of 
the church some two months ago, he found its activi- 
ties little less than moribund, partly because congrega- 
tional lassitude always accompanies a change of pastors.
